THE VIENNA CONGRESS OF PEOPLES FOR PEACE 


This Congress opened in Vienna on Dec. 12 with about 2000 delegates present. 
Fifty-nine came from China, headed by Madame Sun Yat-sen Goo hing-ling). These 
included Rev. Wang Tzu-chung (Congregational minister from North China), V. T. Wu 
(YMCA), Shih Ju-chang (YWCA), Wang Hsi-erh (Catholic priest), Huang Chiao-sze (Vice- 

esident Shanghai Medical College), Ma Yin-chu (President Peking University), Mei 

an-fang (actor), and other representatives of all walks of life. Joliot-Curie, in his 
openin address, stressed that the peaceful coexistence of two different regimes is 

sible, if we “reject entirely the spirit of a Crusade. As the enemies of all 

rusades we shall fight against lies, against incitement to hatred, t prejudices.” 
Jean Paul Sartre also addressed the opening session. Madame Sun Yat-sen addressed 
the Congress on Dec. 13, calling on the American people to put a stop to the war poli 
of the Government and its encroachment on the national independence and the nation’ 1 
rights of other peoples. The Peking papers have .— full —— of the Congress ~ 
moctings. The Jen Min Jih Pao editorialized, “‘We Chinese are beginning a large scale 
work of peaceful reconstruction. We love peace. Peace is in our interest. We will 
therefore give every ounce of support to the Congress.’ 


MISSIONARY NEWS 


Mr. and Mrs. O. Hollenweger and Dr. and Mrs. E.E. Witt, of the Liebenzeller 
Mission, have arrived at Hongkong from their station at 2 Hunan. These are 
the last — of the Orphaned Missions for which the IMC had assumed respons i- 
bility in China.

A Spanish Jesuit priest from Anking, Anhui, reports that the progressive 
Catholics’ have taken over all the church property in Anking.

SCHOOL NEWS 


The Peking College of Law and Political Science was formally set up on Nov. 24, 
composed of the departments of law and political science and of the departments of 
sociology of National Peking, Tsing Hua, Yenching and Fu Jen versities. It has 


opened with 600 students, taking one and two year courses. 
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There are now 44 engineering colleges in China, with a total enrolment of 68,000. 
One and two year diploma courses (i.e., no degree) are being stressed, and account for 
about 55% of the enrolment. 


In the Bulletin for Dec. 29 the article on “Seminary Reorganization” made a tenta- 
tive identification of the Ling Hsiu Hsueh Yuan, one of the seminaries — 
new Chinling Union Theological Seminary, with the Ki an Seminary. It is now learned 
that the school popularly known as Kiangwan had as its Chinese name Chung Hwa Shen Hs. 
Hsueh Yuan (China Theological Seminary). and that this school closed in the spring of 
1950. The Ling Hsiu Hsueh Yuan was Pastor Chia Yu-ming’s school, which had moved 
after the Japanese War from Chungking tc Shanghai. Pastor Chia back in the early 
thirties used to be president of the mission-sponsored Bible Teachers Training School 
for girls in Nanking, but later resigned to go into independent church work. His Ling 
caged.

1946 figures are of course from former Nationalist reports; those for 1949 to 1951 are 
based on various provincial and municipal reports. Those for 1952 are estimates. 


The Hongkong Wen Hui Pao (pro-Communist) on Dec. 15 reported that a con- 
siderable number of students in Canton are receiving scholarships from the government. 
Middle Schools these range from ¥40,000 to 140, Per month, and may be given to 
2 10% of the enrolment in private schools, but to 20% in public Junior Middle Schools, 

to 30% in Senior Middle Schools. Scholarships in schools of technology are some- 
what highter, and may be given to 100% of the enrolment. Benefits to students in higher 
educational institutions are still greater, with special care for tubercular students, etc. 
2,600 overseas students have passed through Canton this year to study in China. 653 of 
these took entrance examinations in Canton, but only 360 of them passed.
